A “get tough" program to
eliminate not only harmful ju-
yenile gang activities but also
to erase the cause of such a
tivity was outlined this week
by Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz toj-
combat delinquency in Los An
geles County territory. .

"Biscalluz said “the present so-
called ‘rat-pack’ problem did not
arise overnight, nor can it be
solved overnight.” The sheriff
added that his program will not
be “kid glove treatment” and,
promised that thése who refuse
to conform with rvhabllltntlcnl
methods will fetl “the full force|
of the law.”

Two “experimental programs,
in force during the past six
months, pointed the way to thc
new county program, the sher-
iff said. Four special officer
will be assigned to study com-
munity tensions and to cope
with any incident which might
arise because of racial or econo-
mic tensions.

Tha three main points of the
new program are:

1.—Augmented proglum of ju-
venile patrol cars to operate
without geographical restrictions

2—A new delinquency control

. unit for identification of juvcmlr‘

.—A case disposition program

to assure the referral of cach 3

juvenile to the agency best suit-
ed to serve thé needs of the ju-|
venile and the community.
